18 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
19 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

14 three years or the remainder thereof; and hereafter, these positions shall be so filled.

16 expire or as vacancies occur, their successors shall be appointed by the County

17 Commissioners of St. Mary's County for aterm of 3 yearsif aterm expires, or the rest
18 of theterm if aterm isvacated.

19 (iii) In Frederick County, asthe terms of the initial appointees
20 expire or as vacancies occur, their successors shall be appointed by the County

21 Commissioners of Frederick County for aterm of 3 yearsif aterm expires, or therest
22 of theterm if aterm isvacated.

23 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
24 October 1, 2003.
